Ralph  Wells. 

The  JL  S.  S.  T.  Asso.,  were  given  a 
rattTtrcat  on  Wednesday  evening,  May 
28th,  in  the  Baptist  Church,  when  Mr. 
Ralph  Wells, |Of  New  York,  addressed 
them  on  “The  S.  S.  Teachers’ Work.” 
The  exercises  were  liegtm  with  an  An¬ 
them,  “The  Lord  is  King,”  by  a  choir 
sclurtrd  for  the  occasion;  the  congrega¬ 
tion7  then  joined  together  in  singing,  “I 
love  to  tell  the  story:"  Rev.  All»ert  Mann 
followed  with  an  earnest  prayer;  the  An¬ 
them,  “Saviour  of  the  world,”  was  then 
rendered  by  the  choir,  after  which  Mr. 
Ralph  Wells  addressed  the  Association. 
Me  took  for  his  topic,  “The  S.  S.  Teach¬ 
ers’  Work.”  To  make  his  won  Is  stick 
and  to  show  the  teachers  how  to  make 
the  lesson  stick  in  the  hearts  of  their 
scholars,  lie  groups!  his  remarks  under 
four  heads  which  he  termed  hooks,  and 
n]M>n  these  hooks  he  proposed  to  hang 
each  part  of  the  lesson.  The  first  hook 
was  the  Teacher,  “Thyself,"  Ik*  right 
and  live  right,  have  the  heart  right  and 
the  life  will  Ik*  right,  show  your  pupili 
that  in  living  as  well  as  teaching  you 
are  a  Christian. 

The  second  hook  was  “  Preparation.’’ 
Don’t  lH*gin  on  Saturday  uight  and  de¬ 
vote  only  fifteen  minutes  to  the  lesson, 
but  begin  thet  first  of  the  week,  precede 
the  study  of  the  lesson  with  prayer,  eon- 
secrate  yourself  to  the  work,  study  the 
1  lesson  first  for  yourself,  then  for  each 
scholar  in  your  class;  if  you  road  the 
newspapers  don’t  look  for  the  exciting  and 
sensational,  but  see  if  you  cannot  find 
something  that  yon  cay  use  in  your  class 
us  an  illustration  or  tp  draw  a  moral. 
Have  jour  note  liooks,  and  when  you 
euteh  a  point,  write  it  down.  When 
you  study  in  your  room  lock  the  door; 
don’t  leave  the  study  of  the  lesson  to 
look  out  or  the  window  to  see  who  -rang 
the  door-hell:  don’t  hx>k  out  of  the  win¬ 
dow  to  see  whose  ea^  it  is  mewing  on 
the  back  fence;  don’t  read  over  some 
Rev.  Doctor’s  preparation  of  the  lesson, 
ami  tlien  think  that  is  all  that  is  neces¬ 
sary.  but  give  prayerful,  earnest,  atten¬ 
tive  preparation  of  the  Sunday-school 
lesson. 

The  third  hook  was,  “The  Teacher  in 
the  class.  .  The  prejiaratiou  l>eing  prop¬ 
er^ -mailed  tJui  teacher  now  comes  ftdl  of 
the  lesson  and  God's  Word  to  teach  the 
class,  having  something  for  each  pupil’s 
need,  and  earnestly  bent  upon  filling  up 
the  time  to  the  best  advantage.  Give 
each  pupil  the  whole  lesson,  and  not  in  a 


set  way:  l**j?in  with  huiiiI*t  mie  and 
a-k  a  question,  tlnu  a  question  to  mini 
ber  two.  ami  so  on.  but  gain  the  alien- 
tion  of  the  whole  ela-s:  il  the  »*ar  i-  not 
reached,  then  gam  the  attention  ol  the 
eye  by  drawing  sonic  illustration  of  the 
lesson  on  a  |>a|Krr.  -o  tie*  whole  ela.^sraU 
.see  it :  when  the  attention  of  the  j- 
gained,  the  tciicJiiug  will  ilow  from  a 
heart  full  of  love  and  doirt*  to  do  go*t«l. 
ami  to  present  Je.-u-  a-  tie*  l’ri*-nd  and 
saviour  of  the  little  ones,  t  all  the  child 
dren  to  eoiiR*  to  Jc*us.  and  call  them 
with  the  word  of  G<xl  from  Iteiie.-is  to 
Revelation. 

The  fourth  las*k  was,  “The  Teaelier 
iu  the  scholars'  homes.'  Go  and  s«*e  the 
scholars,  converx*  with  tlieni,  pray  with 
them,  l«x»k  after  their  ounpunioiishii 
and  when  they  have  accept  is  l  Jesus,  fetsl 
them  with  God's  Wohl.  and  earetully 
hmk  after  their  Christian  life. 

The  sjieaker  intei>|M*rse.d  Ins  address 
incidents  in  his  own  eXjM’ lienee  to 
illustrate  his  jioints ;  some -times  the 
humorous  nature  of  his  remarks  would 
cause  his  hearers  to  laugh,  and  at  other 
times  his  pathetic  utterances  would 
bring  moisture  to  their  eyes. 

At  the  close  of  his  address  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  tendered  to  tin*  speaker. 

The  *choir  sang  the  Anthem,  “Prais 
ye  the  Lord."  A  collection  was  taken

—  Brinsley  Richards,  flu*  most  emi¬ 
nent  of  Welsh  composers  of  music 
dead  ;  he  was  equally  successful  as  a 
writer  of  patriotic  and  religious  hymns. 

— Of  Tourgce’s  “Appeal  to  Caesar, ’’ 
Mr.  Whittier  expresses  himself  deeply 
impressed  with  its  facts  and  its  argu¬ 
ment  respecting  the  need  of  compulsory 
education  at  the  South. 

—  “The.  Story  of  the  Soudan  war" 
from  the  pen  of  Mr.  W.  M.  Ciniblett,  an 
English  journalist,  is  soon  to  lie  published, 
It  includes  the  period  Iron#  July,  1881, 
to  the  fall  of  Khartoum. 

—  “London  of  to  day  ”  is  the  title  of 
a  delightful  guide  by  Charles  Eyre  i’as- 
eoe.  The  l>ook  contains  very  dainty 
illustrations,  and  the  style  is  not  a  hack¬ 
neyed  guide-1  took-lbrm,  but  a  chatty 
“man-about-town.”

Some  of  the  authors,  named  are  Arthur 
Gilman,  Charlton  T.  Lewis,  Miss  Sarah 
O.  Jewett,  E.  E.  Hale,  MissSusatt  llale, 
and  Hjalmcr  Hjortli  Boyescn. 

—  Messrs.  George  uWhlcdgc  and 
Sous  are  about  to  publish*  n  new  edition 
of  William  H.  Prescott,  including  tin* 
memoir  by  George,  Tick  nor.  The  edition 
will  be  limited  to  250  copies  of  thirteen 
volumes;  two  volumes  will  be  issued 
monthly,  beginning  wjt h  July.  It  is  to 
be  printed  on  hand-made  paper. 

— An  excellent  companion  volume  to 
•‘Don’t”  has  Ixarn  published  by  Messrs. 
D.  Appleton  &  Co.,  entitled  •Discrimi¬ 
nate.”  The  little  lxx>k,  which  has  for 
its  object  the  imparting  of  suggestions 
in  the  use  of  correct  words  and  phrases 
in  ordinary  speech,  is  rich  with  practi¬ 
cal  information,  and  must  prove  valua¬ 
ble  to  thousands  of  persons.  The  au¬ 
thorship  has  been  credited  to  Mr.  O.  B. 
Bruce,  whose  name  ap|x*ars  on  the  title 
page  of  “Dont."  This  is  denied  by  the 
publishers.  It  is  written  under  tlu*  pseu- 
donyine  “Critic.” 

—  M r.  J.  W.  Crra*, .the  husband  < >f 
George  Eliot,  is  said  to  have  resided  in 
New*  York  from  1802  to  1872.  w  hile  occu¬ 
pied  in  the  banking  house  of  his  uncle, 
Mr.  William  Wood.  Statistics  of  George 
Eliot's  receipts  from  the  first  sale  of  her 
manuscripts  have  lxx*n  obtained  from  her 
Life.  The  largest  sums  arc  £7,tMKUbi 
“Komola,” £5,000 for  “Felix  Holt, "and 
more  than  £1,000  for  “Middleman'll.” 
Rather  than  sacrifice  any  of  the  artistic 
effect  of  “  Romola,”  site  refused  an  offer 
of  an  additional  £3,000,  on  . condition 
that  she  would  allow  it  toapi>enr  in  parts.

CHAPTER  XCV. 

An  Act  to  further  amend  section  thirty -six  of  tha 
act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorise  the  formation  of 
railroad  corporations  and  regulate  the  same."  ap¬ 
proved  April  sacond,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three. 

1.  Be  It  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  section  thirty  six 
of  the  act  entitled  n  An  act  to  authorise  the  formation 
of  railroad  corporations  and^egnlate  the  Sam*  "  ap¬ 
proved  April  second,  A.  D„  alghtaan  hundred  and 
seventy  three,  which  sectlen  was  ameaded  by  an  act 
entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an  aot  entitled 
‘an  act  to  authorise  tha  formation  ef  railroad 
corporations  and  ragulate  the  same,'  approved 
April  second,  A.  D.,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,”  which  act  was  approved  March  eight,  A.  D., 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy -seven,  be  and  the  sama 
U  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  a*  follows  : 

(:*.  And  be  It  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
auy  company  incorporated  under  this  act.  In  addition 
to  the  power  hereinbefore  given  to  build  viaducte 
over  any  navigable  or  other  nvers,  streams  or  bay  ef 
water,  which  said  railroad  may  cross,  putting  In  such 
viaduct,  a  pivot  draw,  with  two  opening*,  each  of  no 
less  width  than  the  widest  opening  In  any  viaduct  or
